The death of Capt. P. A. Demens, 
prominent orange grower and ship- 
per, of Alta Loma, occurred on Tues- 
day, at his ranch home. 

Death was caused by a complicu- 
tion of diseases, and was not unex- 
pected, as Capt. Demens had been 
in failing health for some time. With 
him at the end were his wife and 
two children, Miss Inna Demens and 
Valdimar. 

He was an intimate friend and as- 
sociate of hundreds of men who 
shaped the financial development of 
this country and took part in the 
epochal events of his own native 
land. A man of letters and achieve- | 
ment in many other lines, a confidant 
of princes and adviser to any one 
who sought his ‘help and cheer, Capt. 
Demens was known to many of his 
admirers as the “democrat of aris- 
tocracy.” He occupied a _ unique 
Place in the affairs of Russia and 
this country,

His talents and brilliant personal- 
ity made him hundreds of friends in 
the United States. He was well 
known to many prominent railroad 
financiers and executives in the Kast | 
and in Southern California. 

He was born in Petrograd. De-| 
scended from a noble Russian fam- 
ily, with large landed estates in the’ 
government'of Tyer, he later became 
@ Marshal of Nobility, and was on 
intimate terms with the most pow-| 
erful in the Russian empire at that 
time. He was first cousin to Prince 
Petroff and a captain in the Impe- 
rial Guard. In 1880 he left Russia, 
a political exile, according to his 
friends here, and equipped only with 
his personality and talents, arrived 
in Florida, where he soon became 
identified with the railroad interests | 
and was closely associated’ in 
building up of what later became 
the Southern Railway system. 

Alta Loma Philosopher’ - 

From Florida Capt. Demens went | 
to North Carolina, and from there | 
to Idaho, where he was associated | 
with lumber interest. In 1891 he | 
came to Los Angeles and bought aj 
home near Thirty-eighth street and 
Orchard avenue, where he lived un-. 
til six years ago, when he moved to} 
his ranch near Alta Loma. He be- 
came known for his writings both) 
in this country and as a contributor | 
to Russian periodicals.

Assemblyman Crombie Allen of 


{Ontario has arranged to uave com- 


plete files of all bills, resolutions, 
constitution amendments, etc., intro- 
duced in the assembly and senate 
sent to the public libraries and cham- 
bers of commerce of the Si7th as- 
sembly district. 


In the past there was a tremen- 
dous waste through sending out such 
matter to individuals who requested 
it. Two years ago Assemblyman Al- 
len introduced a _ resolution which 
was adopted limiting the number of 
mailing copies for each member to 
fifteen and that these should be 
sent to libraries, chambers of com- 
merce and other places of public 
character. This at first met with 
opposition because members _ felt 
that it infringed upon their personal 
rights to send bills to any one to 
whom they desired but it was shown 
in practice that the new method was 
not only more efficient and econom- 
ical than the old wasteful method 
but also more satisfactory to the 
member himself. Frequently a con- 
stituent would ask his legislator to 
send him copies of all the bills in- 
troduced. He had no idea what that 
meant until they began to drop into 
his mail daily, then he found he 
was getting more than he bargained 
for and tried to stem the deluge as 
he was really interested in only a

‘Now under the new arrangement 
any one in any commmmnity, can go 
to his library or chamber of com- 
merce and look over the “History,” 
discover what he is interested in, 
then turn to the file of bills and 
read the complete text of it. Should 
he desire additional copies of the 
particular bill he is interested in all 
he has to do is to write to his legis- 
lator for them. 

In this way each public place has 
a complete record for the consulta- 


tion of the people ofthe community | 
jand it is just as available as if each 


citizen had the whole thing himself. 


Thus the state is saved an enor- 


;mous expense in paper, printing and 


postage while the citizens of the 
state are served more. efficiently 
than under the old system because 
every citizen has an equal opportu- 
nity to keep in touch with proposed 
legislation, whereas under the old 
regime only the few who got the 
bills knew what was going on.

HAT child who leaves school early to go to work is as ‘as- 
suredly maimed for all time as the soldier who returns 

wounded from the trenches. Not only does he run the risk 
ar ‘of becoming permanently crippled in health by his prema- 
ture entrance into industry, but he will also find himself heavily 
handicapped by lack of training when the time comes for him to 
compete as an adult with skilled labor. 

Our armed forces have been fighting a war for democracy. But 
democracy, to be enduring, must be built upon the solid foundation 
‘of a saved and protected childhood. The children of today must 
carry on this same idea tomorrow If they are to do this wisely 
and well, they must be made and kept fit for such important work. 

oa The reseue of children from the kind of exploitation that stunts 
_ their growth, cripples their health, and perverts their general de- 
“velopment can be best accomplished by keeping them in school un- 
‘til they have been sufficiently educated or trained to become work- 
ers and good citizens. 

The vale of school scholarships in combating the tendency 
vf boys aid fgirls to leave school for a temporary finangial advan- 





; ‘tage has bee clearly recognized, both here and in foreign, countries. 


Scotland has for several years past granted scholarships (or 
bursaries) from the public funds. England, too, is recommending 
this method of providing for the better education of her young. 

In this country, up to now, scholarship funds have been made 
up of private contributions, privately administered. Already a 
good. many communities have begun to realize the importanee of 
salvaging the local talent that might otherwise be permanently 
lost to the world through complete lack of educational opportunity. 

Results obtained in cities where the scholarship plan has been 
tried out proves that the saving of this potential child power con- 
stitutes a community investment that steadily increases in value 
as the child grows up and becomes a trained and efficient worker. 

Comparison of the wages of 51 children who had quit school 
at the age of 14 years to go to work with the wages of an equal 
number of children who through scholarships were enabled to stay 
in school for two years longer, shows that, after three years of 
wage earning, the average wage of the child who remained in school 
until he was 16 was two and one-third times that of the child who 
had left school at the age of 14. 

The difference in earning power simply means that those earn- 
ing the higher wages were more efficient and proficient than the 
boys who lost that two years of education. The argument is as 
plain as a pikestaff. Some plan ought to be devised which would 
keep all of them in school, and if the plan of publie scholarships 
will accomplish it, then we need it. The plan is certainly worthy 
the consideration of those people in any community who are inter- 
ested not only in child welfare, but in better citizenship, which 
inust be based upon education.—San Bernardino Sun. 





f HE speech delivered by Mr. C. H. Cahan, K. C.. at Montreal, 
recently, on socialistic propaganda in Canada, showed elear- 


ly that the Canadian Director of Publie Safety has gauged |

the problem lying before the country in regard to the fu- 
ture of labor with weleome exactness, Mr. Cahan did not attempt 
to trace the present unrest in Canada to any one exclusive cause. 
He saw clearly that it was due to many causes, and whilst he gave 


that particular doetrine which for lack of a better word may be} 


called Bolshevism, the foremost place as a promoter of discord, he 
saw clearly that the question really went much deeper than that. 
Bolshevism in Canada, as generally admitted, is of a peeuliar vicious 
type, and a pecuharly insidious propaganda has been carried on 
in the Dominion ever since the beginning of the war. Tens of 
thousands of dollars have been spent on printing presses and on 
literature in all languages, caleulated to promote diseord, and to 
try to prevent the government using the full weight of the country 
in the war. The result of all this is, in the opinion of Mr. Cahan, 
that the present state of intellectual unrest is as great as has ever 
been known in the history of the Dominion. 


‘As has been said. however, Mr. Cahan does not fall into the | 


error of hanging up the whole question of labor unrest on the Bol- 
shevist peg. He recognizes that before the war, and before Bol- 
shevism was heard or thought of, there had been a growing unrest 
in the ranks of labor. The fact of ‘the matter is, of course, that 
whilst. as Mr. Cahan did not “fail to note, the passage of centuries 
has brought about laws for the regulation of all dealings of man 
with man, there has thus far been formulated no generally accepted 
basis for arbitrating fairly between employer and employee. Under 
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T W | a proper system of laws dealing with the affairs of workman an 
H E UPLA ND N E S employer there would be no reason for strikes or lockouts. It would 


promote trust, and the first essential df a proper system of coneil- 
iation and arbitration ‘is that it should promote trust, and take 
away from the workman that lack of confidenée which is charac- 
teristic of the position today. This is, indeed, the crux of the 
whole difficulty. Those who have had practical intercourse with 
labor; who are not dependent merely upon theories, but have min- 
gled with the workingman and striven to understand his point of 
view, cannot fail to have been impressed with the fact that many 
of the labox difficulties which confront the world are the result of 
lack of confidence as between employer and eniployed. Wherever 
any employer has succeeded in establishing this confidence, diffi- 
culties are practically unknown. 

Confidenee, indeed, must be’ secured at all costs, and one of the 

surest ways of securing it is by the promotion, in every way possi- 
ble, of a free interchange of views between employer and employed. 
Some such system is, of course, already in operation in the United 
Kingdom, in the form of what is known as the Whitley Commit- 
{tees; and all the reports, thus far available, show that the meet- 
ings, provided foy under this scheme, of employers and employed 
are productive in every case of the utmost good. Meanwhile, until 
such a scheme, or its equivalent, is available in Canada, Mr. Cahan 
is, of course, fully justified in emphasizing the obvious, as he did 
when he declared in the course of his address in Montreal, that 
the remedy for the admitted wrongs of labor lay ‘‘in conciliation 
and arbitration, and certainly not in revolution.’’—Christian Sci- 
ence Monitor. :

INCOME TAX 





If you made an inventory of ani- 
mals, crops, products and supplies on 
hand December 31, 1916, and Dec- 
ember 31, 1917, enter the amount of 
both inventories on the return. You 
may include in such inventories live 
stock, crops, ete., produced on the 
farm. Live stock purchased for 
draft, breeding or dairy purposes, or 
for any purpose other than re-sale, 
may be included in the inventory at 
a figure which will reflect the re- 
duction in value estimated to have 
occurred through age or. other 
causes. Such a reduction in value 
should be based on the cost and esti- 
mated life of the stock. The open- 
ing and closing inventories must 
cover exactly the sames classes of 
items. The opening inventory must

If inventories are used, losses of 
live stock bought for resale, or of 
any other articles included in your 
inventories, are not deductible as 
such loses will be reflected in the 
inventories. ; 

What to Report as Income 

All income from whatever source 
derived, must be included in this re- 
turn, except the items enumerated 
below, under “Receipts exempt from 
tax.” 

Only income actually received need 
be included, but this does not mean 
that the taxpayer must receive cash. 
Anything of value received intsead 
of cash must be considered income 
to the extent of its cash value. Any 
income received by your wife or de- 
pendent children under’ eighteen 
must be included in the return, un- 
less wife or child make a separate 
return. 

Receipts Exempt From Tax 

The, following classes of receipts 
are exempt from income tax, and 
need not be reported: 

1. ‘Salaries, wages, ete, received 
from states and political divisions 
thereof, such as cities, counties, town- 
ships. 

2. Gifts. not made as a considera- 
tion for service rendered, and lega- 
cigs (but the income derived from 
money or property received as a 
gift or legacy is taxable and must be 
reported.) 

3. Interest on bonds of the Unit- 
ed States issued before September 
1, 1917, and on bonds issued since 
that date, provided no more than 
$500 worth are owned. 

4. Interest on bonds of United 
States possessions (Philippines, Por- 
to Rico, Canal Zone.) 

5. Interest on bonds of _ states 
and political subdiviisons thereof, 
such as cities, counties and town- 
| ships. : 

6. Interest on federal farm loan 
| bonds 
7. Proeeeds of life insurance poli- 
|eies paid on the death of the insur- 
jed, and payments to policyholders un- 
‘der endowment and similar policies, 
provided such payments do not ex- 
;ceed the premiums paid in. The 
| amount by which such payments ex- 
| ceed the premiums paid in is income 
jand must be reported. 

Deductions 
Report as deductions only amounts 
actually paid out in carrying on your 
business. Do not deduct personal or 
i family expenses. ; 

Taxes—-Do rot deduct inheritance 
or estate taxes, federal income tax, 
drainage taxes, or taxes for any im- 
provement or betterment. Be ready 
to show tax receipts, if possible. 

Insurance—Do not deduct prem- 
jfums for insurance on dwelling you 
occupy, or life insurance premiums. 

Labor—Do not deduct amounts 
paid to your own minor children un- 
less you also report such payments 
in section B (page 4) as income to 
them (which must be included in 
your income). Do not deduct amounts 
paid to persons engaged in work in 
|or around your dwelling.

of citrus trees? As a rule soil is not 
a serious problem, for some citrus 
fruits will grow on a great range of 
soils. No soil is too heavy if the 
drainage through the upper three feet 
is good. ‘Sand and gravel only are 
to be avoided, yet splendid trees and 
good fruits may be grown in sand if 
heavily fed with fertilizer and or- 
ganic matter is worked into the soil 
from the first year of planting; but 
on such soils citrus fruits will never 
prove a commercial success. Planting 
to suit the soil is a matter of selec- 
tion of the proper. variety of fruit. 
The Washington navel thrives on the 
heaviest soils and does fairly well on 
very light soils. The same may al- 
most be said of the Valencia late, 
but this sort is often a commercial 
success on soils too light for Wash- 
ington navels and, per contra, is not 
so profitable on the heaviest soils. 
The latter is, however, but a matter 
of coloring, the eating quality being 
in no wise affected. Valencia lates 
on heavy adobe soil geenrally turn

system or method. This will give 75 
trees to the acre. Practice varies as 
to distances with all serts of fruits, 
and again, variety sometimes dictates. 
If one were growing kumquats, ten | 
or twelve feet is far enough apart. 
Satsumas will have room enough at 
16 feet apart. Twenty-two feet is a 
favorite distance for the navel, but 
Valencias, .lemons, and pomelos, or 
grapefruits, should never be placed 
closer than 24 feet apart. At the lat- 
ter distance you will have 64 trees 
to the acre, and at 22 feet your navels 
would number 90 to the acre. By us- 
ing the equilateral triangular method 
one would get 108 navels to the acre, 
but the square method of planting 
continues the most favored. After 
the distances have been decided upon 
the positions should be designated by 
substantial stakes. The rows should 
be perfectly straight and each tree 
precisely the same distance from its 
four nearest neighbors. Then will the 
trees line in every direction and the 
appearance of the orchard be satisfy-

Then comes a de- 
structive frost and cuts off all the 
frontier orchards. For a few years 
this misfortune remains a check on 
planting in the stricken sections. Fi- 
nally, emboldened by several years 
without hard frosts, a few courage- 
ous souls creep down toward the 
lower levels. If more favorable years 
ensue this extension becomes uni- 
versal and so continues until General 
Jack Frost again drives them back 
to their former position. 

In hot interior valleys the Wash- 
ington navel is unqeustionably the 
sort to grow. In the cooler coastal 
sections, where lemons thrive best, 


ed it matters not how deep the holes 
at planting time. But balled trees 
will settle if the loose soil is deep. 
Therefore it is advisable. to fill in 
part of the soil if holes are deep, and 
if soil is damp and easily compacted, 
tread it down solid or run a little 
water in each hole if conevnient. Re- 
member that after planting you can 
never get under a tree to loosen the 
soil, therefore dig your holes deep 
and wide.

lemon culture. Pomelos ar grape- 
fruit will endure as much heat as any 
of the family, but are more tender 
than the leaders among oranges and 
on a parity with lemons for hardi- 
ness. Of all oranges the Satsuma Un- 
shiu, or Oonshiu, is the hardiest of 
the better varieties, and those who 
would slip down the slopes, past the 
danger line for navels and Valencias, 
are advised to confine their plantings 
to this hardy variety.

It 
is always better to have water in the 
holes first if bare root trees are used 
and settle the soil with water imme- 
diately after planting. Bare root 
trees cannot be so carelessly planted 
as balled trees fgr the. roots should 
be carefully and evenly spread, and 
to do so you will to get down on 
your knees and distribute the roots 
evenly with your hands. If balled 
trees are used great care should be 
taken to prevent the balls from be- 
ing split or broken. In planting, or 
firming the soil about the trees, nev- 
er step on the ball and never cut 
cords on ball until tree is in, place 
{and the hole partially filled with soil
